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Student

Put Off 


The Pomona School Board put off action Tuesday 
on whether it will allow a limited number of Negro 
and Mexican-American students to transfer to pre­ 
dominantly Caucasian schools this fall. 


The 
action 
followed 
protest from a group of 
about 50 parents who are m ilitantly opposed to stu­ 
dent transfers from one school to another unless 
the family of the transferring child moves into the 
area served by the second school. 


The proposal, made by Superintendent Wimton 
Nelson, would have perm itted a pupil of an ethnic 
minority who is attending a school in which the 
num ber of pupils of that minority exceeds the dis­ 
trict average to enroll in another school where the 
percentage of his ethic group is below the district 
average. 


Tt would perm it parents whose children attend 
schools in their own neighborhood to enroll their 
children in another school, as long as space is avail­ 
able. 


The children would either walk to the selected 
school or their parents would provide transporta­ 
tion. 


Nelson said the schools have received requests 
for such transfers of minority group children who 
attend schools in which this minority percentage is 
fairly high. 


The reasons generally given are that the other 
school may provide a more challenging curriculum, 
a better integrated environment, or fewer racial 
problems, he said. 


Such a plan, if adopted, would have to be on 
a first-come, first-served basis, resulting in disap­ 
pointment for some, he added.

launched into a denunciation of the two parties af­ 
ter Ambassador W. Averell H arrim an had warned 
the North Vietnamese against attacking South Vi*i- 
nam ’s cities, saying: 
“ Such action can only set 
back the purpose of our conversations.” 
“Confronted with defeat that they are unable to 
conceal any longer and with the ever-increasing 
public protests,” Thuy said, “ the present U. S. au­ 
thorities as well as the m ajority in both the Re­ 
publican and Democratic parties have been forced 
to talk about peace. 
“ But the positions embodied in the two platform^ 
recently passed show that they still refuse to draw 
practical lessons from their recent defeats and to 
move towards a correct solution of the Vietnam 
problem .” 
Thuy declared Humphrey was a close adherent 
of President Johnson’s war policy and “ an apolo­ 
gist” for it. 
He saw Nixon as a protagonist of “escalation of 
the w ar to the highest level” who was compelled 
to “ talk peace simply to mislead public opinion,”

Bus Service 


Set in Flint 


By A. F. MAHAN 


FLINT, Mich. (AP) — Por- 
tal-to-portal bus service—a kind 
that picks you up at the front 
door and puts you off at the 
building entrance nearest your 
job—goes into operation in this 
industrial city of 196,940 on Sept. 
9. 


Outside these buses look like 
any other city bus, hut inside 
there’s a big difference. Simu­ 
lated 
leather seats 
are 
con­ 
toured, 
there’s 
stereo 
music, 
and interior colors are coordi­ 
nated. Two pairs of twin seats 
face each other—for the card 
players. 


Occasionally there’ll be a cou­ 
ple of “ bus bunnies” aboard, 
serving doughnuts and coffee 
and requesting suggestions for 
improvement. 


The buses represent an exper­ 
iment in which private, city and 
federal agencies are cooperat­ 
ing in the hope of luring back to 
public transportation those who 
now 
clutter 
the 
expressways 
and parking lots with personally 
driven cars. It is destined to run 
three years. 
Another aim, of course, Is to 
wipe out deficits 
which now 
plague municipal transportation 
system s over much of the coun­ 
try. Flint lost $169,319 in 1967, 
up from $75,716 the previous 
year. 
Financial underwriters of the 
three-year experim ent are the 
Mott Foundation of Flint, the 
Flint Transportation Authority, 
City of Flint and the U.S. De­ 
partm ent of Transportation, 
C o o p e r a t o r s include the 
American Academy of Trans­ 
portation, a nonprofit transpor­ 
tation research agency of Anne 
Arbor, Mich., and General Mo­ 
tors Corp., which might lose 
some two-car families, but, of 
course, makes the $30,000 buses 
From the start, when 13 of 
the projected 26 buses go into 
operations, on-time pickup and 
delivery is guaranteed, along 
with a seat. In case of a bus 
breakdown, a fleet of taxicabs 
will take over if another bus 
can't make it on tim e. 
Also 
guaranteed 
is 
pickup 
within half a block of home, if 
not at the front door, and a dis­ 
charge at the plant or office 
door nearest one’s job station. 
For this so-called maxiservice 
a monthly fee ranging from $9 
to $18 is being charged, the 
am ount 
dependent 
upon 
dis­ 
tance traveled. 
Obvious savings to users of 
the new maxiservice buses in 
preference 
to 
private 
cars 
would be gasoline, oil, auto in­ 
surance, 
depreciation 
on 
the 
family car, traffic jam nerves 
and shoe leather. 
Monthly 
subscriptions 
are 
necessary to get the m axiserv­ 
ice, and they’re being solicited 
at booths in factories, by direct 
m ail 
and 
through 
telephone 
calls. 
The program will begin with ] 
13 buses making runs to six 
Flint 
General 
Motors 
Corp. 
plants, 
where 
GM 
employs 
some 70,000 persons. The other 
13 are to be added in October 
and November. 
The buses are regular 45-pas­ 
senger vehicles from which two 
double 
seats 
have 
been 
re­ 
moved, to perm it the facing of 
two pairs. This gives each a 41- 
passenger capacity.

All life is a gamble but com­ 
pulsive gambling, like compul­ 
sive drinking, 
is a disease. 
Gambling has ruled the lives 
of some great men. It was only 
when t h r o u g h gambling he 
found himself heavily in debt 
that Dostoevski was able to 
settle down to his writing. Gam­ 
bling has taken many forms. 
Even 
insurance, 
when 
first 
conceived by Lloyds of London, 
was condemned as wagering. 
But, fortunately, 
it has sur­ 
vived as a useful and highly 
respectable form of gambling. 
For practical purposes gam­ 
bling can be defined as wag­ 
ering on 
the outcome of a 
game or event in which osten­ 
sibly chance plays a large part. 
* Lotteries, raffles and bingo 
are forms of gambling that 
have achieved some measure 
of dignity through their use to 
support various charities and, 
indeed, most participants in­ 
dulge in them as a form of 
social rather than compulsive 
gambling. The compulsive gam­ 
bler is a severely neurotic per­ 
son. 
Gambling 
becomes 
his 
main interest in life and, when 
he is not actually participat­ 
ing, it fills his day dreams. 
He does not learn anything 
from his repeated losses but 
rather, according to some au­ 
thorities, 
he 
courts 
t h e s e 
lt*ses as a form of self-pun­ 
ishment and a relief from a 
deep-seated sense of guilt. He 
revels in the misery he has 
caused himself and greatly en­ 
joys a sense of self-pity.

ably encom passes these cities,” 
he wrote. 
“ In as much as all cities de­ 
pend on sales tax as a source 
of revenue and some are not 
geographically located to attract 
those large complexes, it is un­ 
fair to have one city collecting 


and retaining the sales tax gen­ 
erated from an area which has 
no boundaries. 
“Consideration must be giv­ 
en to the fact that the encom­ 
passed cities must bear all the 
costs of services to their citizens 
who do their shopping outside 
the city lim its,” he said. 
Schuler 
said 
the 
Montclair 
Plaza, which opened last month, 
is designed to serve 300,000 peo­ 
ple, which includes residents of 
surrounding cities. 
“The tim e will come when 
there has to be an equitable tax 
distribution. Chino sits here as 
a bedroom community. It stands 
to lose to the Montclair Plaza. 
“ We can’t hope to get a large 
shopping center. We are destin­ 
ed to have only neighborhood 
shopping centers,” he said. 
Schuler said a solution may 
be on the basis of per capita 
within a given radius or pooled 
with - in the county.

1968: Bad Year 


For the 'Experts' 


First, the Republicans in Miami Beach 
nominated the very man the Democrats 
prayed they would, a “loser" from way back 
who everybody claimed could be beaten by 
any Democrat. 


Richard Nixon then proceeded 1o commit 
his “first major b lunder” by choosing as 
his running mate an unknown 
Quantity 
named Spiro Agnew, thereby further insur­ 
ing his defeat — according to the experts. 


Next, in Chicago, the Democrats turned 
around and nominated the man the pool- 
sters say now trails too far behind Nixon 
to catch up. And if Hubert Humphrey’s 
choice of a running mate was not a major 
blunder, Edmund Muskie’s name is not ex­ 
actly a household word either. 


Americans are thus going to be treated 
to the spectacle of two men contesting for 
the presidency, neither of whom can win. 
It is apparently going to be a case of the 
movable object meeting the resistible force. 


Further, say the experts, the dissension 
that wracked the Democratic convention 
m arks the end of that party and the end 
of the two-party system in America. 


This is somewhat surprising, because the 
experts informed us in 11)64 that the nom­ 
ination of Barry Goldwater was the last gasp 
of the death-wishing Republican party and 
marked the end of the two-party system 
in America. 


The news just didn’t get around, evident­ 
ly. 
What all this means, of course, is that 
1968 is still the same crazy political year it 
started out to be last March, when Sen. Eu­ 
gene McCarthy challenged President John­ 
son in the New Hampshire primary, and 
that the two months remaining between now 
and Election Day is still plenty of time for 
anything to happen. 


Were the election held today, there seems 
little doubt that, thanks especially to the 
shameful events in Chicago, the Republicans 
would sweep in. As for the campaign itself, 
it would appear for Nixon to be chiefly a 
m atter of committing no more “major blun­ 
ders,” while countering Humphrey’s efforts 
to emerge from the long shadow of Presi­ 
dent Johnson bearing the light of a new 
vision for America patented in his own 
name. 


But stic k around. Things are only begin­ 
ning to warm up, and the experts can no 
more predict the outcome with certitude than 
anybody else. 


If This Be Rich... 


The continuing debate between stale and 
federal regulatory agencies and the railroad 
industry over the fate of long-distance pas­ 
senger service too often finds the distorted 
claim of railroad wealth used in defense 
of maintaining highly unprofitable service. 
It is as if time had not flown since the 
days when the rails were, indeed, highly 
profitably monopolies. 


Not only time has flown, however. So 
have the passengers. Today, railroads must 
compete on uneven terms with private autos 
and subsidized earners using tax-financed 
highways, airlanes, waterways. They did not 
willingly give up clients or freight to these 
competHoi’s. The roads simply are inherent­ 
ly unable to provide the flexibility of the 
automobile and bus, the speed of the plane, 
the low cost of operation of the barge. 
Rate regulations are unrealistic, being 
used more to build competition than to bene­ 
fit the shipper. Wage rates continue to rise 
with no compensatory increase in productiv­ 
ity under ancient work rules. 
It Is no wonder that stockholders in the 
nation’s railroads get the lowest rate of re­ 
turn on capital investment of any American 
industry. If this lie rich, maybe the poor 
have something going for them.

Handicapped by Chicago, Foes 


Even though 1 tried desper­ 
ately to avoid going into any of 
the places featuring topless dan­ 
cers here, a bar called “T h e 
Body Shop,” on Sunset S t r i p , 
lured me inside with its politi­ 
cal marquee. 
The

Ricky Nixon, Jean McCarthy, 
N e l l i e

and,

Sherbert 
Humphrey. 
Patrons are given ballots and 
asked to nominate their choices 
for president. The night I was 
there, Ricky Nixon barely won 
over Jean McCarthy. The vote 
was close: 40-32-36 to 39-32-35. 


Hubert Humphrey, the good 
guv, the man of compassion, 
the mayor of Minneapolis who 
brought reconciliation to war­ 
ring 
political 
and 
racial 
fac­ 
tions, the young senator w h o 
fought for civil rights, is billed 
as a villain. It is one of the 
cruel ironies of a cruel and un­ 
predictable tim e. 


As the presidential candidate 
of his party, he appears a pris­ 
oner of the past. He must now 
prove that 
he can 
throw off 
the shackles of his recent past 
and in the next two m o n t h s 
stand before the country as his 
own man. One of kis handicaps 
is that within his own party 
is an embittered faction deter­ 
mined to hang that past around 
his neck and prove he cannot 
win in November, 


Another handicap is Chicago 
as a symbol — a torn and di­ 
vided city ruled by a tough old 
man using the tough old meth­ 
ods of another day. When May­ 
or Richard J. Daley clamped 
down his iron jaw and said that 
Chicago would have the conven­ 
tion or else, the trap was set 
for Humphrey. What is more, 
Humphrey knew It and in the 
pre-convention

seem ed to be nothing he could 
do about it.

drawn. Richard Nixon, his op­ 
ponent, says that money is not 
the answer. He called first for 
a cut of $8 billion in the domes­ 
tic budget and then a more 
modest cut of $6 billion. The 
economies imposed by Congress 
have already sliced into the pro­ 
grams for the sums. 


The immediate problem for 
Humphrey is how to conduct 
a national campaign with any 
hope of order and civility. The 
far-out war protesters and the 
McCarthyites promise to try to 
break up his public meetings. 


They will 
picket, they

shout, they will use every con­ 
ceivable tactic to make it im­ 
possible for him to take his case 
to the country. He cannot cloak 
his movements in secrecy, as 
President Johnson has had to do 
for the past year or more be­ 
cause of the threat of mass dem­ 
onstrations or worse.

One of the things we have 
never really understood about 
campaign rhetoric is why can­ 
didates for public office always 
promise to build bridges, 
Depending on when you tune 
in during the election season, 
somebody is swearing that if 
elected he will build a bridge 
to the Communist w o r l d , to 
youth, to the angry, to the dis­ 
pirited, to the college cam pus 
or to the uncommitted nations 
and freedom-loving peoples ev­ 
erywhere. 
Now, we are certainly in fa­ 
vor of opening lines of commu­ 
nications. But why does it al­ 
w ays have to be done by build­ 
ing a bridge? Why can’t they 
promise to dig a tunnel (Mice in 
a while? 
/n d in our fatigue we men­ 
tioned this matter to the wife 
at dinner the other night. 
“ Well,” she said. 
“That is 
a 
dumb question. 
Everybody 
knows that bridges a r e much 
better to build than tunnels.” 
“ Bridges are better than tun­ 
nels?” we repeated, despite all 
our efforts not to. 
“ Of course,” the wife said. 


“ When you build a bridge, why, 
there you are. But when you dig 
a tunnel, where are you?” 


And with that, we made a 
clum sy excuse to leave the room 
and wrote down what she had 
said in a notebook we keep for 
that express purpose. 


Not that it makes any more 
sense written down. But it oc­ 
curs to us these notebooks fill 
up that the w ife’s definitions

I was interested to read recently that so­ 
cial critic Vance (“ The Hidden Persuaders,” 
“ The Status Seekers” ) Packard has discov­ 
ered sex. 


His post-Kinsey Kmsey report, “ The Sex­ 
ual Wilderness,” purports to be a survey 
of the sex practices of 2,200 female students 
at colleges and universities in this country 
and abroad. His conclusion: birds do it, bees 
do it, even educated fleas do it. 
Packard’s book is full of all sorts of ex­ 
citing statistics: 63 per cent of the English 
college girls do it, compared to 35 per cent 
of the Canadian coeds. American miniskirt- 
ers were not the naughtiest (43 per cent) 
nor the most innocent — Italian signorine 
chalked up 10 per cent. 
This is, of course, the stuff best-sellers are 
made of, but I have a feeling Packard is 
dabbling in a fairly unimportant and uninter­ 
esting area of social behavior. I myself un­ 
dertook a, hem, survey of 2,200 college girls 
to find out how many had eaten artichoke 
before marriage. In my book, “ Cynara Sch- 
lymus: The Vegetable and the Challenge," I 
reveal the inmost secrets of coed cullinary 
rites (Cf., Ch. VI: "What REALLY Goes on 
in Sorority Dining Rooms?” ) 


German girls, 1 discovered to my aston­ 
ishment, led the world (63 per cent) in pre­ 
marital artichoke consumption, with Norweg­ 
ian fillies a distant second (41 per cent). 
Then came Ghana (38 per cent), Luxembourg 
(27 per cent), United States (21 per cent), 


Pakistan (18 per cent) and Red China (12 
per cent). 
It is clear that a break-down in post-war 
standards has led to a wide consumption of 
artichokes throughout the world, and with re­ 
laxing of discipline in the home and of guid­ 
ance by the church, no vegetable market is 
safe. 
An interesting parallel may be drawn—if 
you are one of those interested in drawing 
interesting parallels — between the condition 
of the social and political life of each coun­ 
try and the percentage of teen-age artichoke 
eaters. Whether this is part of the collegc- 
protest syndrome or a more significant corn- 
on-the-cob backlash, is not yet clear.

I found that 53 per cent use Hol- 
landaise sauce on their artichoke leaves; 27 
per cent prefer melted butter (If that’s what 
“ ugguba” means in Swahili); 22 per cent 
opt for mayonnaise; and 8 per cent Declined 
To State. 
Equally uninteresting was the fact that 
girls from upper middle-class families usual­ 
ly went for melted butter (43 per cent), while 
those from lower social ranks preferred may­ 
onnaise and in some cases (4 per cent) plain 
vinegar.

her husband, “ poor woman. 
I wonder how she can live 
with that man!" 
The quiet little woman who 
has been 
the first 
lady of 
France for the last 10 year? 
seems 
to 
“ live 
with 
that 
man" quite comfortably, and 
the role she plays in the aus­ 
tere general’s life was more 
or less established at t h e i r 
first meeting. 
They were having tea with 
friends 
who 
had 
arranged 
their introduction when young 
Capt. de Gaulle became so ex­ 
cited talking about military 
affairs that he accidentally 
spilled a cup of tea on pretty 
Yvonne Vendroux’s dress. 
The diminuitive 20-year-old, 
whose chief worry was that 
the tall captain might think 
she was too short, smiled. 
That was nearly 50 years ago 
and she has smiled ever since 
when other? frowned. 
Madame de Gaulle’s unwav­ 
ering loyalty to her husband 
has kept her at his side in 
situations often diametrically 
opposed to her simple, house­ 
wifely inclinations.

When other financial diffi­ 
culties aro.se for the institu­ 
tion, Madame de Gaulle per­ 
suaded her husband to sell his 
memoirs. 
The president no longer has 
time to visit the Anne-de- 
Gaulle home, but Madame de 
Gaulle goes once a week. It 
is her favorite chairty but not 
her only one. 
She still knits and sews for 
the poor and enlists the wives 


of her husband’s government 
members in her work. Some 
found this a bit tiresome and 
tried to buy clothes to do­ 
nate. This did not satisfy Ma­ 
dame de Gaulle. 
“ It matters little if it is not 
perfect as long as it is done 
with the heart," she was quot­ 
ed as saying.

Source for Diet 


We receive many inquiries 
for "special” diets from read­ 
ers. By a "special” diet they 
mean one for therapy for a 
particular illness and a particu­ 
lar person, such as instructions 
for low-fat diets, iow-calorie 
diets, low-cholesterol diets. 
These writers overlook the fact 
that, before therapy can begin, 
a physician must determine the 
Indivdual’s medical condition. 
"There is no one proper low- 
sodium diet, for example. Per­ 
haps the physician will rec­ 
ommend 
nothing 
more than 
‘hands off’ the salt shaker when 
eating,” according to Dr. Philip 
L. White, secretary of the Coun­ 
cil on Foods and Nutrition of 
the American Medical Associa­ 
tion. 
“ On the other hand, the 
prescription given may be speci­ 
fic as to the number of grams 
of sodium allowed daily and 
may restrict the use of many 
foods. The diet must also be 
adequate in nutrients and ad­ 
justed to contain the appropri­ 
ate number of calories. One 
low-sodium diet, therefore, can­ 
not meet the needs of all in­ 


dividuals who must reduce their 
sodium intake.” 
In the June issue of Today’s 
Health, White writes, "Thera­ 
peutic diets often are prescrib­ 
ed in correlation with special 
medications, exercises, or other 
forms of therapy. For a 
dia­ 
betic, the diet, the dosage of 
insulin (or other agent), and 
the physical activity of the in­ 
dividual all work together to 
create a ‘balance’ or a state of 
good control. When a thera­ 
peutic diet of any type is pre­ 
scribed, the best source of in­ 
formation regarding the adjust­ 
ment of the diet to one’s own 
needs is the physician who real­ 
izes its significance.” 
As to low-calorie diets for 
overweight, 
there are manyi 
available. But if a person is 
grossly overweight, then medi­ 
cal advice is recommended. 
"Frequently, obese indivi­ 
duals have other medical prob­ 
lems which 
need attention, j 
Planning an effective weight re­ 
duction rountine is not a simple 
matter and should not be under-! 
taken by the amateur,” White 
warns.

NEW YORK (UPD —Nutritionists say we'll get people to 
eat what’s good for them by putting the necessary nutrients 
in foods they like. 
These enriched and "gratification foods” are probabilities 
for our future, says Frank W. Skeans, manager of new product 
planning and development for the world s second largest food 
manufacturer, The Nestle Co., Inc 
In an interview, Skeans also predicted a lot of growth 
in nationality foods, spurred by a buying pubhc that is better 
educated, more urbanized, more traveled and with more dis­ 
cretionary income. 
Skeans defined “ gratification foods” as products that have 
a good taste and provide a pleasant experience but no calories 
at all. 
“ Menu studies and research show a lot of mealtime an­ 
archy is taking place,” he added. "Nobody has been taking 
time for breakfast, and the same thing is happening to lunch.” 
He said that this led to development of such new products 
as ready-to-eat cereals, toaster-type filled pastries and quick 
breakfast mixes that reconstitute with milk to provide all he 
necessary nutrients in one glass for the first meal of the day, 
Skeans said that in the past five years quick breakfast type 
products have grown into a $100 million business. 
“ Sometimes you can be ahead of the market,” Skeans 
said of fast-multiplying new products. He recalled the prema­ 
ture introduction by one large company 
*w0 
^ conveni­ 
ence foods that have since become maior successes. He said 
a quick breakfast mix and an Italian casserole mix were 
withdrawn after test marketing a few years ago because the 
manufacturer regarded sales too low for mass production. 
"The Italian casseroles had no fat and no cholesterol con­ 
tent, and they got a tremendous acceptance from doctors’ 
wives,” Skeans said. “ They were made from a soy' derivative 
but looked and tasted like meaC" 
A lot of attention has been given to the teen-age market 
In recent yean*. Now food manufacturers are aiming to sell 
the seven to 11-year-olds, said Helen Britt, home service direc­ 
tor for Nestle. She added that 50 per cent of the United States 
population will be under 
years old by 1970. 
"Toy manufacturers were the first to presell kids, then the 
sweetened cereal people; it’s almost inevitable that others will 
follow,” Mrs. Britt added. 
She said that finger food is popular with youngsters be­ 
cause "they're so overprogrammed that they're eating out of 
ihe refrigerator or on the run anything they can hold in their 


hands.”
